The constitution 
includes 
strin­ 
gent measures designed to prevent 
future r*ar. In 
ease 
any 
nation 
makes war without 
first sub mit Ling 
the questions at issue to arb itration, 
there 
are 
the 
following 
possib le 
courses oj» en to the league: 
Severing diplomatic 
relationship 
b y memb ers of the league with 
the 
nation making war. 
Economic b lockade of nation Re­ 
fusing arb itration. 
Recommendation b y the executive 
council for the use of foreP. 
The use of force, 
however, 
will 
leave to each power freedom of ac­ 
tion under ¿4* constitution to make 
tiie necessary declaration of war. 
The constitution includes 
a pre­ 
amb le and 27 articles. 
Congratula­ 


tio ns on sescuring adoption of the 
constitution poured 
into American 
headquarters today . Memb ers of the 
league to infon-e 
peace 
declared 
that this is the “golden day in the 
history of the world.” 
The constitution of the league of 
nations in part follows: 
Preamb le—“ In order 
to promote 
international 
co-operation and 
to 
secure international ]>eacc and sec­ 
urity b y the acceptance of ob liga­ 
tions not to resort 
to war b y pre­ 
scription of open, 
just and lumor- 
ub el relationship 
b etween 
nations, 
b y thp-tirm estab lishment of the un­ 
derstandings of international law as 
the actual rule of conduct 
among 
governments and 
b y 
the mainten­ 
ance of justice 
and 
a scrupulous 
respect for all treaty ob ligations 
in 
the dealings 
of 
organized 
j» copie 
with one another, the powers signa- 
tor to the covenant adopt this con­ 
stitution of the league of nations: 
Article 1 -"The action of the high 
contracting parties under the terms 
of this covenant shall 
b e 
effected 
through 
the

presenting the High contracting par­ 
ties, of meetings at more frequent 
intervals of an executive 
council, 
and of a permanent secretariat to lie

Article 2—Meetings

intervals and from time to time, as 
occasion may require for the pur- 
jsrse of dealing with ma tters within 
the sphere of action of the league.

One such land girl wrote a friend: 
“1 have been on leave for a 
few 
day s now. 
I have had the prewar 
cup of tea in bed every morning.

licate glasses, paid numerous calls, 
visited theatres, revenues, ridden in­ 
stead of walking every where—I have 
in fact lived my old life once more. 
“It is v e ry nice, this idle y et busy 
life. But something is lacking. Some­ 
thing is calling me back to the green 
meadows* the brown plowed 
fields, 
the rain washed lanes 
and 
hedges
